Mesh Network News! - Orv - W6BI 


There's lots of stuff happening as our ham network continues to grow! It varies from day to day, but there are 
now over 300 nodes visible on the network. The west coast RF network spans from Santa Ynez Peak to the 
Mexican border. About a hundred more nodes are from RF network ‘islands' linked together over the Internet 
(that's an interim solution until we can push the RF network out to them). One link goes to a network of a 
dozen or so nodes around Livermore. Another larger network in Utah consisting of almost 100 nodes is also 
linked in. (We had upwards of 400 nodes visible when we linked another large network to ours to try to 'stress 
test’ the new firmware. For a while there were nodes in ZL, PE and GM showing up on the network :-) ) 


Eric KG6WXC in Port Hueneme and | helped test the latest release of the AREDN firmware (that's the 
software that turns a regular access point into a ham radio network node). We pushed it out to many of the 
local digital radios and reported maybe a half dozen bugs to the developers. They've fixed them all and 
pushed out a final release. We pushed THAT release out last week. The new software is more robust and 
stable and has some nifty new features (for network admins, anyway!) 


Our Wednesday night voice net (on the mesh network Team talk server) continues to grow! Last Wednesday 
we had seven hams check in, and the net last almost two hours. We used voice, and some of us used video 
off and on. 


Rusty K1GGS generously funded upgrades for two of our mesh network sites. He funded 5 GHz radios for 
both Chatsworth Peak and Mellow Lane, and an 5 GHz antenna for Chatsworth Peak. The replacement 5 
GHz antenna for Mellow Lane will change the antenna beam width from 45 degrees to 120 degrees , and 
change the gain from 10 dBi to 17 dBi. The combination will provide 5 GHz coverage for all but the most 
southerly areas of Wood Ranch, and will improve coverage in the northwest area of Simi Valley. The 
replacement antenna and radio for Chatsworth Peak will provide better coverage for the eastern third of Simi 
Valley. Thanks, Rusty! 


Speaking of funding, the Simi Settlers Board agreed to fund a new camera and network switch for the Mellow 

Lane site. It's a high quality PTZ (Pan-Tilt-Zoom) camera that will supplement the fixed focus camera 

there now. It will allow us to zoom in on incidents in the northwestern quadrant of our valley, and we have the 
capability of streaming them to the Internet, which could be useful for various agencies. The equipment is on 

order and we hope to have it installed in a month or so. Thanks to the Board for sponsoring that!

General Membership Meeting, September 13, 2018 


President, Mike Hasenfratz, WA6FXT, called the meeting to order at 7:01pm. Mike 
welcomed everyone to the meeting, held at the Simi Valley Senior Center. There was a 
recitation of The Pledge of Allegiance. 8 Officers and Board Members/Advisors were 
present. The total attendance was 28, with 5 visitors. 


Mike Hasenfratz mentioned that the newsletter contains the minutes of the August 
general meeting. A motion was MSP to accept the minutes as published. 


Treasurer Glenn Daly, WA6GNB, reported the Club’s current account balance as 
$1,440.00. 


There was a round of introductions for members and guests. The club welcomed guests 
Steve Fein, KM6VOV, Ligia Fein, KM6VOW, Rick Stutsman, N6IET, Frank Boardman, 
K1FMB, and former member Bob Miller, KEKGE, who rejoined at this meeting. 


Orv Beach, W6BI, spoke about the Mellow Lane Repeater site and the request for 
funding to upgrade the camera and network equipment. The items include a PTZ camera 
and a larger capacity network switch and new cable. Prior to this meeting, $61 of the 
needed $496 cost had been donated to a fund for the project. Orv also mentioned the 
repeater of WD6EBY and the need for funds for one of the sites. Orv made a motion that 
the Simi Settlers donate up to $150 to support the WD6EBY repeater system. The 
motion was seconded and passed unanimously. 


President Mike Hasenfratz introduced our speaker for this meeting, Rick Stutsman, 
N6IET, visiting us from Los Angeles. He began his talk on antennas by giving a good 
simple explanation of how antennas radiate, using the example of a dipole. Rick showed 
pictures of a vertical antenna he set up on the roof of his apartment located near UCLA in 
Los Angeles. It worked very well from 80 through 6 meters, except for 60 meters. 
However, he was forced to take down the vertical and he began experimenting with 
Hustler antennas and he found he could combine multiple resonators on a single mast 
and get multiband operation with the antenna leaning out off his balcony. In Rick’s other 
operating activity, he goes portable by bicycle and sets up in public park locations. He 
showed the portable station built on a flat board he can take along with him. It includes 
an Elecraft KX-2, 40-watt amplifier, straight key and a Bioenno LiFePo battery and solar 
charge controller. He charges the battery with a small folding solar panel. Rick’s primary 
operating mode is CW. At the end of his program, Mike Hasenfratz thanked Rick and 
gave him a certificate of appreciation from SSARC. 

At 8:10, a 25-minute break was taken with refreshments provided by Bill Everett, KIGKSV. 
The progressive Membership drawing was held. The winning name drawn was Brad 
Rife, KIGKSY, who was not present to win the $40 prize. The prize amount will therefore 
increase to $50 for our October meeting. Members must be present to win, and the prize 
grows by $10 each month it is unclaimed. 

Prize Raffle: Jim Hutchinson, KI6MZ, our prize chairperson showed the selection of 
prizes for tonight, featuring a Solder suction tool, fire extinguisher, Duracell Flashlight, 
Arduino kit, and a 144MHz preamp. 

Our Fall picnic will be hosted by Jim and Lea Veronica at their home on October 13, from 
11am to 3pm. They invited those wanting to help with set up to arrive around 10:30am. 
President Mike presented a certificate of appreciation to John Kitchens, NS6X, for his 
program at our Club meeting on November 9, 2017. 

Our next meeting will be on Thursday, October 11, 2018. 

The meeting was adjourned at 8:50pm.
